Coahoma  Community  College  through  its  Vocational-Technical  Division  was  awarded  a 
$155,527.00  grant  to  finance  a  Summer  SELECT  program.  SELECT  (Student  Education 
Leadership  Employment  Citizenship  Training)  participants  range  from  14-18  years  of  age; 
and  through  integrated  work  activities,  gain  a  healthy  work  ethic  and  employability  skills. 

The  full  intent  of  the  program  is  to  provide  summer  employment  opportunities  directly 
linked  to  academic  and  occupational  learning.  The  program  also  provides  drop-out 
prevention  and  focuses  on  each  participant  by  making  monthly  contact  and  providing 
quarterly  activities  where  participants  provide  community  service. 

On  July  30,  a  closing  program  was  held  to  culminate  the  6  weeks  training  portion  of  the 
program.  Participants  exhibited  many  skills  learned  in  the  classroom  that  ranged  from 
singing,  skits,  religious  praise  to  reciting  poems  that  summarized  what  they  learned  in  the 
classroom  setting.

The  fact  is  that  the  school,  its 
students,  its  faculty,  its  administration 
and  its  athletic  teams,  remain  so  very 
close  and  dear  to  the  heart  of  athletic 
director  and  men's  head  basketball 
coach  James  Washington. 

"I  love  this  place,"  smiled 
Washington,  just  minutes  before  his  team 
took  to  the  hardwood  against  Northeast 
Mississippi         Community  College 

Thursday  night. 

For  29  years,  Washington  has 
worked  in  the  basketball  program,  not 
only  in  the  junior  college  ranks,  but  also 
at  the  high  school  level. 

"At  one  time,  I  was  coaching  both 
the  high  school  and  the  college,"  said 
Washington.  "It  was  a  great  time  in  my 
life." 

It  also  fit  Washington's  style  of 
coaching. 

"It  was  like  having  a  kid  sometimes 
for  four  or  five  years.  When  they  got 
ready  to  move  up  to  the  JUCO  level, 
they  knew  me  and  the  program-  they 
knew  exactly  what  we  were  about.  They 
knew  the  system.  It  was  one  of  the 
happiest  times  in  my  coaching  career." 

Washington  owns  an  overall  career 
mark  of  605-323  for  a  .611  winning 
percentage. 

The  "round  man  of  rebound"  has 
coached  both  Coahoma  Agricultural 
High  School  and  Coahoma  Junior 
College  to  state  championships. 

"My  best  team  at  Aggie  was  the  1983- 
84  team  that  finished  31-1  including  the 
state  championship,"  remembered 
Washington. 

"Our  only  loss  that  year  was  the 
Alcorn  Central.   You  don't  forget  those." 

His  1986-87  quintet  at  CJC  finished 
27-2  and  also  won  a  state  championship. 

"We  has  some  talent  on  that  team, 
exclaimed  Washington." 

Among  those  special  players  were 
Chris  Brunt  who  later  played  point  guard 
at  Arkansas  and  sharpshooter  Tim 
Pollard. 

"Tim  left  us  and  went  to  Valley 
where  he  led  the  nation  in  3  pointers." 
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"We  also  had  a  couple  of  kids  from 
Quitman  County  that  could  light  it  up,"  as 
the  recalled  the  names  of  Charles  Presley, 
Kenny  Furr  and  Carl  Hicks. 

Washington  was  born  in  1948  in 
humble  beginnings  in  Glendora  and  first 
attended  school  at  Black  Bayou. 

"We  moved  to  Friars  Point  in  1957," 
said  Washington  who  then  went  to  school 
at  Friars  Point  Elementary  and  Junior  High 
School. 

Washington  was  quite  the  athlete  at 
Friars  Point,  earning  the  role  as  a  starter 
while  just  in  the  seventh-grade. 

"We  were  undefeated  for  two  years," 
said  Washington  proudly. 

Moving  on  to  Coahoma  Aggie, 
Washington  was  a  four-year  starter  on  a 
Tiger  team  that  lost  only  1 1  games  during 
that  four  year  stint. 

"I  played  point  guard-alongside  Earnest 
Killum  who  later  played  with  the  (Los 
Angeles)  Lakers. 

"I  was  already  a  pretty  big  guy  when  I 
was  in  the  ninth-grade,"  laughed 
Washington.  "I  was  6-foot-2  by  then." 

Washington  went  on  to  stardom, 
playing  roundball  for  the  Aggie  High 
Tigers. 

"My  best  game  was  against  Indianola 
Gentry,"  recalled  Washington.  "I  scored  34 
points  and  grabbed  22  rebounds." 

Washington's  best  performance  at  the 
JUCO  level  came  against  Utica  when  he 
pumped  in  22  points  while  snatching  18 
rebounds. 

I  liked  to  mix  it  up  pretty  good  back 
then,"  grinned  Washington. 

Coahoma  Junior  College  was  a  "run-'n'- 
gun"  team  in  those  days,  averaging  more 
than  100  points  per  game. 

"I  played  during  the  William  "Pop" 
Gaines  era.  Pop  also  was  a  big  influence 
on  me." 

After  Washington  finished  his  two  years 
at  Coahoma  Junior  College,  he  was 
recruited  by  Campbellsville  (KY)  College. 

"I  started  on  the  basketball  team  for 
two  years,"  said  Washington.  "It  was  the 
best  opportunity  of  my  life.  It  was  a  great 
experience,  and  I  got  a  chance  to  work  with 
good  people  of  all  nationalities.  It  really 
shaped  my  life." 

Campbellsville  was  a  Gideon-faith- 
based  Christian  College  in  a  basketball  hot 
bed  pointed  our  Washington. 
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"I  think  I  was  the  only  guy  up  there  ths 
wasn't  studying  to  be  a  preacher,"  sai 
Washington  who  majored  in  sociology. 

After  leaving  Campbellsvill* 

Washington's  first  job  came  as  school  teach 
at  a  small  St.  Louis  high  School. 

"I  came  back  home  to  visit  during  tf 
holidays  and  CJC  was  in  need  of  a  coach 
continued  Washington.  Four  important  me 
that  I  looked  up  to-  Leonard  Hendersoi 
Charles  Barron,  James  Miller  and  Geoi£ 
Green  -  they  all  encouraged  me  to  take  the  jc 
-  which  I  did.   I've  been  here  ever  since. 

"There  are  so  many  rewards  to  my  jol 
but  seeing  young  kids  grow  and  develop  an 
mature  into  fine  young  men  -  that's  what  it 
all  about,."  added  Washington. 

"While  I'm  proud  of  all  my  teams,  one 
my  best  accomplishments  is  that  82  percent  < 
the   kids   I've   coached   have  gotten   colle^ 
degrees.   We've  had  three  doctors  come  our 
the  JUCO  ranks." 

Since  Washington  began  coaching  near; 
a  score-and-a-half  ago,  many  significa: 
changes  have  occurred  in  the  game  of  colleji 
basketball. 

"Probably  the  two  biggest  changes  IN 
seen  are  the  different  rules  in  foul  shootir! 
and  the  time  clock,"  said  Washington.  "Arf 
don't  forget  about  how  much  girl's  basketbtf 
has  changed.  They've  gone  from  the  rovir 
forwards  and  six  players  on  the  team 
playing  nearly  identical  to  the  guys. 

Washington  said  the  shot  clock  h; 
definitely  changed  the  way  a  lot  of  b 
contemporaries  coach. 

"A  lot  of  the  coaches  like  to  use  the  whd 
shot   clock    to    work    a    good    shot,"    state 
Washington.  "It's  not  as  much  run-'n'-gun 
it  used  to  be.   I  like  to  work  the  clock  down 
about  10  seconds  myself,  whenever  I  can." 

Probably  the   only  thing   more  dear 
Washington      than      Coahoma      communi 
College  is  his  family  of  four. 

"I've  got  a  great  wife  -  Zee  -  and  two  ft 
young  children,"  said  Washington.
